I, Thatthe perſons impeached in the ſaid charge may be 
forthwith ſuſpended from fitting is the Houſe, without which

ſame, have endeavoured to divert the. Forces ingaged, as for 
Ireland, and unto ſuch their purpoſe as aforcſaid here in Eng- 
land ; and have in like manner endeavoured to have gained 2 
Power from the Parliament for themſelves, or fome of themof 
diverting or mifimploying thoſe Forces aforeſaid, and to raiſe 
new Forces under pretence/ to guard the Parliament : And (not 
having obtained that) have in like mannerendeavoared private- 
ly to Liſt and ingage Officers and Souldicrs,or procure them to 
be Liſted and ingaged without authority of Parliament , for the 
raiſing of and imbroiling this Kingdome in a new and bloudy 
warrce, and to interrupt and hinder the ſettling and ſecuring the

whts, Liberties, and Peace of the Kingdome ; and fot the ſet- 
tling,upholding, and proteQting of themſelves and their accom 
plices in their unjuſt, oppreſſive, and faQious deſignes and pro- 
ceedings- : 
5 "That they joyntly or ſeverally invited, encouraged,abet- 
ted, or countenanced divers Reformadoes, and other Officers 
and SoulCiers, rumultuouſly and violently ro gather together 
a Weſtminſter, to affright and aſſault the Members of Parlia- 
ment in paſſage toand from the Houſe ; to offer violence tothe 
Houſe it ſelf, and by ſuch violence, outrages and threats, to awe 
add inforce the Parliament, 


The ſeverall heads of charge, the Army will by ſuch 
ſolicitours as they ſhall appoint(whenthe Houſe of Com- 
mons ſhall admit thereof) make good in particulars, each 
head againſt ſome of the perſons, and ſome one head or 
more againſt each of the perſons, and ſhall ſhortly give 
in the ſeverall particulars againſt cach perſon reſpeRive- 
ly, which ſhall be made good by proofs : the Army de- 

ring to fave and reſerve to themſelves the liberties of 
exhibiting any further charge againſt all or any of the 
ſaid perſons.
